When prepayment of freight is not required, 
we will Release and Guarattee, and take for- 
warder’s receipt and mail to cousignees. Claim 
for delay or loss must be made to the forwarders 

The cost of package must be added to the 
prices quoted in this list, as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, froin 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require. each »Z50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales. from 
25e. to 75c. each. No charge will be made for 
delivering goods to the depot. 

We avoid baling as far as possible. except 
when goods go by express, as the railway lines 
charge from 30 to 50 per cent. more on bales than 
on boxes.
